While the test was a con tractors' trial 
and unofficial, it was carried with thor- 
oughness, and the results achieved 
were deBnite, showing that the Now 
York is superior to her contractors' fig 
urea. . They are very severe, as twenty 
knots must be sustained for four con- 
secutive hours at sea. Every part oi 
the machinery performed its functions 
wlthoutjbreakdown or hitch, and the en 
gineering force who had not been drill- 
ed together for two years, worked with 
such a will that a chief engineer of one 
of the Atlantic greyhounds would have 
felt at home in the New York.

About the same time Clarence Graves, 
a three-year prisoner from Zanesville 
working in the bolt shop, assaulted 
Alex Ash, a United States prisoner 
from Georgia, who was working with 
him, and dealt him a terrible blow on 
the head with his heavy tongs. It is 
feared the skull is broken.

Washington, March 27.— Under the 
decisions of the commission appointed 
in pursuance of the treaties of 1885-88, 
Venezuela was obliged to pay to the 
United States the net sum of »824,S01.6fl, 
in ten annual installments, with inter- 
est payable semi-annually, 
is in default on one annual 
of this award and two payments of in- 
One of Minister Partridge's 'instruc- 
tions, it is said, was to do his utmost 
toward securing the money thus due 
the claimants who hold the certificates 
of the claims commission. The claim 
of the Venezuelan Steam Transporta- 
tion Co. for destruction of property and 
violation of contract by the Bli 
Cuzman government twenty yean 
does not fall under this award. 

A treaty is pending providing for the 
reference of questions of liability and 
damages to a commission, but inasmuch 
as the Venezuelan con|.

it will agree to a direct settlement, tc 
abandon. its claim for constructive dam- 
ages and ask payment only for 
damages sustained in the loss of prop-

One of these orders Issued by Judffe 
Kicks enjoined them from refusing to 
handle the car* of the Ann Arbor road.

SUNDAY OPENING, 
the W orld's Fair Directors Arraigned by 

• NrW Vork IMl'li.e. 

New York, March 27.— A scathing ar- 
raignment of the World's fair directors, 
based on tho uncertain Idea that It is 
their purpose to open the exposition on 
Sundays was delivered before a large 
congregation by Rev. Madison G 
Peters, at the Hloomingdale Reformed 
church Sunday morning. 

'One of the saddest exhibitions of 
the disregard of the plighted faith and 
public opinion comes from Chicago," 
said he, "in the announcement that the 
board of directors will open the gates 
of the World's fair on Sunday. They 
thus break their pledge to carry out the 
eondition to keep the exposition closed 
on that day under which cengress gave 
the board M. 000, 000, 

If the board dare to be recreant to 
their plighted obligations, so dead to 
every principle of honor and public 
3uty, they will shock the moral sense 
of the country." 

Mr. Peters continued: "And they will 
find when too late that the Christian 
people are conscientiously opposed to 
Sunday opening, and so opposed will 
not attend in such numbers as to make 
the fair pay." 

Then Or. Peters asked: "Shall the 
World'sfair be the means of destroying 
the wage-worker's only rest day here 
and everywhere?" 

In conclusion he delivered the prophe- 
cy, "if the Christian people of the 
United States withhold their support, I 
predict for the World's fair an absolute 
and ignominious failure." 

A "Gentlemanly" I'.urglar Arretted. 

New York, March 27.— City detec- 
tives Sunday arrested a man giving the 
name of Wm. Dunn, alias Dunbar, who 
is believed to have played the part of 
the geutlemauly burglar at New 
Rochelle, last summer. He entered the 
house and sleeping apartments of Mr. 
and Mrs. E. R Kemble and refrained 
from taking a watch at the request of 
Mrs. Kemble who said it was a present' 
from her mother. Although denying 
the New Rochelle robbery the prisoner 
confessed that be had been connected 
with seven safe-cracking jobs in 
Chicago, perpetrated some time ago.
